WASHINGTON — Moderate Republi- 
cans joined with Democrats Thursday to 
win House approval of a 90-cents-per- 
hour increase in the minim um wage, af- 
ter defeating a Republican effort to ex- 
empt small businesses from all minimum 
wage and overtime provisions of federal 
labor law. 


It was a rare and hard-won triumph for 
both groups. For nearly two rponths they 
Had resolutely sought to raise the wage 
for the first time in six years in the face 
of staunch opposition from most House 
GOP leaders and the dominant, conserva- 
tive House Republicans, who said the 
move would cost jobs. 

“The center of the Republican Party is 
back,” Rep. Amo Houghton, R-N.Y., ex-

ATLANTA — A government survey found 
*bat only 2 percent of underage smokers get 
their cigarettes from vending machines, sug- 
gesting a ban on them would have little ef- 
fect. 

“What we need is a comprehensive "ap- 
preach that prevents access, reduces appeal 
and teaches kids the truth,” said Michael 
Eriksen, director of the Office on Smoking 
and Health at the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention. “Anything short of that 
misses the boat.” 

The CDC survey of more than 1,000 smok- 
ers ages 13 to 17 showed they bad little diffi- 
culty obtaining cigarettes. All states forbid 
die purchase of cigarettes by people under 


IB. The 1995 survey, released Thursday, 
showed J9 percent of youngsters usually 
bought their cigarettes at a store, 33 percent 
“borrowed” them, 4 percent stole them and 
16 percent said they gave other people mon- 
ey to buy them. 

- President Clinton has proposed a ban on 
cigarette \ -ending machines as a way to stop 
youngsters from smoking. Tom Lamia of the 
Tobacco Institute said the industry has ston- 
ed a program that instructs store derks on 
how to check IDs and comply with state laws. 

The survey also showed that smoking con- 
unues to rise among high school students. 
The report said about 35 percent of high 
school students said they snoked cigarettes 
in 1995, compared with . 31 percent In 1993- 
and 27 percent in 1991.

~ Sting nets 
illegal-gun 
smugglers — 

Chinese firms knew 
assault rifles headed 
for-gangs, officials say

Top executives at two of China’s state- 
owned munitions companies played - ma- 
jor roles in an alleged conspiracy to 
smuggle 2.000 fully automatic assault ri- 
fles into the United States with the un- 
derstanding that the guns would be sold 
to street gangs, according to federal offi- 
cials who issued a wide-ranging indict- 
ment made pubfoc Thursday. 

So far seven California residents of var- 
ious nationalities have been arrested and 
warrants have been issued for seven oth- 
er people including six Chinese nationals 
as pan of an arms trafficking’ investiga- 
tion that creates a new issue in the al- 
ready turbulent relations between the 
United States and China. 

Federal officials declined Thursday to 
blame directly the Chinese government, 
while saying the origins of the conspiracy 
remain under investigation, but several 
Congressional critics of U.S. trade links 
with China called for sanctions. 

Among those arrested was Richard 
Chen, described by federal officials as 
the U.S. representative of the China 
North Industries Group, also known as 
Norincu. Those being sought include oth- 
er top officials of Norinco and of Poly- 
technologies Inc. Both are state-run enter- /. 
prises known for their dose links to high 
level government officials in Beijing. 

“We took down Chinese businessmen 
who -didn’t care~w ho' bought the! r’gures — 
where they went, or how they were 
used," said Rollin Klink, special agent in 
charge of the US. Customs Service office 
in San Francisco. “They thought the 
weapons were destined for street gangs." 

The Chinese executives were told that 
the weapons were destined for U.S. street 
gangs by U.S. undercover agents who 
puchosed the guns in a sting operation, 
federal officals said. 

The Chinese business leaders “had no 
regard for our community," said George 
Rodriguez, deputy associate director at 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. 

The criminal complaint issued Thurs- 
day in San Francisco followed an 18- 
month investigation in which undercover 
officers of the ATF and the U.S. Customs 
Service posed as arms buyers and con- 
ducted extensive negotiations with execu- 
rives of the Chinese companies over a va- 
riety of weapons including hand-held sur-. 
face-to-air missiles. 

In one completed deal funds went to 
overseas bank accounts controlled by top 
Chinese businessmen officials, and on 
March 18 a 20-foot container arrived by 
ocean freighter in Oakland, Calif., accord- 
ing to the federal officials. Inside, there 
wrere 112 crates, the officials said, but in- 
stead of the “hand tools" listed on the bill 
of lading, the crates contained the 2,000 
assault weapons, fully automatic AK-47*s,

Thunderstorms roll across Upper Midwest 



Northern Utah 

Friday mostly doudy with a chance of showers. Highs 
60-65. Friday night and Saturday mostly doudy with a- 
chance of showers and afternoon thunderstorms. Highs 
65-70. Remainder of the Memorial Day weekend mostly 
doudy Sunday with a chance of afternoon showers or 
thunderstorms. The ultraviolet index forecast is 6. a mod- 
erate exposure level. 

Idaho weather summary 

A low pressure system centered over the southwest cre- 
ated doudy sloes across the State on Thursday. 

However, eastern Idaho was mostly sunny. 

Scattered rain showers were reported at Boise, Million, 
Hailey and Island Park. Afternoon temperatures ranged 
from the lower 40s to 60s. 


Showers and thunderstorms rolled across Illinois and 
_ltorthcrn Indiana on Thursday, while severe storms 
dumped hail and heavy- rain over eastern Missouri, flood- 
ing the Mississippi and Missouri river valleys. 

A frontal system along the eastern Rockies also pro- 
duced showers across Wyoming and Montana, causing 
flooding along some smaller streams and rivers in Mon- 
tana. 

Temperatures across western Oklahoma and Texas 
reached the lOOdegrec mark, promising another round 
of severe thunderstorms for southwestern Oklahoma and 
the Texas Panhandle. 

Thunderstorms ripped through southwestern and 
southern Oklahoma on Wednesday night, producing 
gusts at times of up to nearly 100 mph. 


Lubbock, Texas, has tied or broken 10 high tempera- 
. turc records this month; Amarillo is close behind with 
nine. The lOS-ticgrre reading in Lubbock on Wednesday 
tied a record that was set only last Sunday for the hottest 
May reading ever. 

Elsewhere, a very' slow-moving cold front stretched 
from southern Michigan through northern Illinois and 
northern Iowa into southern South Dakota. A warm front 
stretched from Georgia into Alabama, western Ten- 
nessee and Missouri into Kansas. 

Thursday's temperatures around the lower 48 states 
ranged from a rooming low af!9 at Eureka, Ner., to 98 at 
Gage, Okla, and Lubbock, Texas. 

The highest heat index, the rating based on both tem- 
perature and humidity, was 111 at Cross City, FUl, and 
Valdosta, Ga. The lowest wind chill was 14 at Burley. Ida- 
ho and Lakcvicw, Ore.

Senate approves GOP budget plan 

WASHINGTON — Divided along party lines, the Senate ap- 
proved a six-year budget-balancing plan Thursday that Republi- 
cans hope will persuade voters they are the true tribunes of cutting 
taxes and spending. 

By a 53-46 roll call, senators endorsed a SI. 63 trillion GOP-writ- 
ten blueprint for fiscal 1997 that pledges to end annual federal 
deficits by 2002. The measure claims to save $700 billion over that 
period, mainly from Medicare, Medicaid, welfare and other domes- 
tic programs, ft would also pare taxes by S122 billion, mostly for a 
new $500-per-child tax credit. 

U.S. helps rearm Muslim-Croat army 

ZENICA. Bosnia- Herzegovina — The United States and other 
countries that want to establish a more even balance of power in 
the Balkans have begun to rearm and train Bosnia's Muslim-Croat 
army. 

The program is designed to help unify the Croat and Muslim-led 
armies and deter new aggression by better-equipped Bosnian Serb 
forces. But doubters warn that the new flow of weapons into the re- 
gion may encourage opponents of the Dayton peace plan to try >0 
resume the fighting. The “Equip and Train" program was widely 
discussed at Dayton and is generally viewed as the key motivation 
for the reluctant Bosnian government to accept the peace plan — 
hut it was not written inio the accords.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The gov- 
ernment Thursday banned passen- 
ger airlines from transporting oxy- 
gen generators like the ones suspect- 
ed in the Valujet crasftlin Florida. 

Tlic ban, effective at 4 a.m. MDT 
Friday, will be in force through the 
end of the year so investigators can 
review the safety of this equipment 

“The ban is a prudent step to 
ensure public safety while we review 
whether oxygen generators carried 
as cargo might pose an unacceptable 
safety risk to passenger airlines," 
said D. K. Sharma. head of the 
Transportation Department’s 
Research and Special Programs 
Administration. 

Sharma said the Federal Aviation 
Administration was advising airlines 
of the ban. 

The ban covers shipmeni of chem- 
ical oxygen generators as cargo but 
not cylinders containing compressed 


or chemical generators installed in 
planes for emergency use. 

Current regulations allow airline- 
thai are authorized to carry haz- 
ardous materials to cany the oxygen 
generators as cargo. 

Valujet was not authorized to 
carry them, but the airplane that 
crashed in the Florida Everglades uri • 
May 1 1 had 1 19 of the earn -t ers m its 
cargo area. 

Under the new regulation, even 
airlines authorized to carry haz 
ardoqy materials could not carry 
the oxygen generators, the official 
said. 

The canisters, which contain a 
volatile mix of chemicals used to 
provide oxygen to passenger emer- 
gency masks, can create heat of up 
to 500 degrees when in use. 
Canisters for in-flight oxygen service 
are not affected by the order, the 
official said.

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Appeals court 
snuffs out 
tobacco suit 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A fed- 
eral appeals court Thursday 
snuffed out a class-action liability 
suit brought against the tobacco 
Industry oh behalf of millions of 
smokers. 

The ruling is a major victory for 
the tobacco industiy in its quest to 
avoid billions of dollars in dam- 
ages. 

A three-judge panel of the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
agreed with industry arguments 
that a class-action suit would be 
too unwieldy. 

Meanwhile, R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Co. secretly concluded 23 
years ago that rival Philip Morris 
■deliberately enhanced nicotine 
levels in Marlboro cigarettes, 
boosting sales, according to docu- 
ments filed in a lawsuit 

Scientists at Reynolds said in 
secret 1973 studies that Marlboro* 
contained considerably higher 
“free" nicotine levels than 
Reynolds’ brands, thus p roviding 
a greater nicotine “kick.’* 

The Reynolds studies were con- 
tained In documents in a 
Minnesota lawsuit, one of eight 
filed by states seeking to recover 
Medicaid costs spent treating sick 
smokers.

" Holding a nationwide vote by mid- 
September. as foreseen in the 
Dayton peace accord, would only 
cement the dominance of hard-liners 
who caused the war and seal 
Bosnia’s division into ethnically 
based ministates, the International 
Helsinki Federation said. 

But John Komblum, the chief U5. 
envoy for Bosnia, said Thursday that 
it was “very realistic" to hpld elec- 
— tions by September. — 

“The Dayton agreement does not 
say we have to have a perfectly func- 
tioning democracy in place,” 
Komblum said in the Bosnian capi- 
tal. Sarajevo. “In fact, the elections _ 
are there tolay the foundation for a 
functioning democracy." 

He' said the Bosnian' government 
and other parties in Dayton had 
wanted swift elections, and he was 
confident that conditions for holding 
the vote “will in fact be achieved." 

The human rights group offered 
its more negative assessment the 
same day Bosnian Croats and 
Muslims agreed to postpone local 
elections in the bitterly divided town 
of Mostar. 

Colum Murphy, a spokesman for 
Carl Bildt, the representative over- 
seeing civilian aspects of the peace \ 
agreement, said the Mostar voting 
now would take place sometime m 
June instead of May 31 .

Twin Falls County vehicle 
accidents decline in 1995

TWIN FALLS - The number of 
accidents in Twin Falls County 
decreased by 312 between 1994 
and 1995, according to a new 
state report. Twin Falls County 
also had the lowest accident rate 
of all counties with populations 
more than 50,000. 

The report, released by the 
Office of Highway Safety of the 
Idaho T ransportation 

Department, also showed that 
travel on Idaho highways 
increased faster than the number 
of fatalities last year. 

The state recorded 262 high- 
way fatalities in 1995, the report 
said Thursday, up 8.7 percent 
. from the 1992-94 average. During 
'the same period, vehicle travel 
went up 9.6 percent. 

Put a different way, the report 


said Idaho had 3.3 traffic fatali- 
ties per 100 million annual vehi- 
cle miles traveled in' 1985 and 10 
years later the rate had fallen to 
2.1. Both raft's were higher than 
(he national average. 

The report did not reflect the 
tact that starting in May, the 
Idaho Transportation Board 
authorized increases in speed 
limits on many highways. - 
Insurance company lobbyists 
claim that will increase accident 
_and.fatality rates. L 

Other findings from (he report: 

• Five out of every six fatal 
accidents occurred on rural high- 
ways. The report noted that’s 
because most rural highways' 
have higher speed limits than 
city streets. “Crashes at higher 
impact speeds have a greater 
probability of resulting in a fatal- 
ity,” the report said. 

• Idaho had 814.005 licensed 


drivers in 199S. up less than 1 
percent, but had 1,210,406 regis- 
tered vehicles, up 2.8 percent 
from the year before. 

• Traffic accidents cost 
S395.5 million last year, includ- 
ing 5131 million at S500.000 
per accident for the 262 fatali- 
ties. 

■ Ada County had more than 
one-fourth of the state’s traffic 
accidents last year, 4.S13 out of 
21,135. but only 26 fatal acci-

County may file lien 
on former game farm 


Allegations fly following double murder 


LAVA HOT SPRINGS (AP) — 
Grass is growing across a pas- 
toral hilltop, where the dilapi- 
dated Ligertown game farm 
once stood, while Bannock 
County may file a lien against 
its owners. 

“From the standpoint of the 
community and county, it’s a 
vast improvement,” County 
Commissioner Tom Katsilo- 
metes said. 

Lava residents last fall were 
under siege as 19 African lions 
were shot following on escape 
from Ligertown. One was shot 
near the elementary school. 

Last month, county crews 
bulldozed and burned a mobile 
home surrounded by a complex 
of cages for lions, tigers and wolf 
hybrids that stood on about two 
acres. 1 The cleanup took several 
days. Tons of debris were 
hauled to the county landfill, 


and grass was planted. Still, a 
few chicken wings, which 
Ligertown operators fed to their 
animals, are scattered on part of 
the property. 

“More important than a visual 
improvement, it’s a mental 
improvement for people living 
in the area," Kntsilometes said. 

If former Ligertown operators 
Robert Fieber and Dotti Martin 
fail to pay for the cleanup, the 
county will file a lien on the 
property, Kntsilometes said. 

“It could be a valuable piece 
of property some day," he said. 

Fieber and Martin are living 
near McCammon. They have 
appealed their conviction on 11 
misdemeanors including animal 
cruelty and zoning violarionsri 

The couple served 11 days in 
jail after being sentenced last 
month and are on probation for 
7 1/2 years. 


LEWISTON (AP) — The son of a couple 
gunned down at a Lewiston auto repair shop 
has filed a wrongful death lawsuit against con- 
victed double murderer Ken Arrasmith. 

Arrasmith, convicted in the deaths of Ronald 
and Luellu Bingham, calls 17-year-old Joshua 
Bingham’s claim “ludicrous.” 

“Anybody can sue anybody for anything.” he 
said from the state prison neor.Boise, where he 
is serving a life sentence. He shot the 
Clarkston, Wash., couple, claiming they had 
sexually abused his teen-aged daughter. 


Arrasmith also reiterated his intention to file 
a civil lawsuit against sheriffs offices in Asotin 
Counts’, Wash., and Nci Perce County, Idaho, 
as well as Nez Perce County Prosecutor Denise 
Rosen. 

He said Asotin County did not protect his 
daughter and sending him out to investigate 
her rape. He also is considering a suit against 
Rilln Smith, mother of Luello Bingham, whom 
he accused of allowing Cynthia Arrasmith's 

•molestation. 

The wrongful death suit was filed in 1st 


District Court by Coeur d’Alene attorney 
Harvey Richman on behalf of Joshua Bingham. 

It said he has suffered from the loss of his 
parents, and asks for compensation exceeding 
$10,000, doubling the award pursuant to Idaho 
law, and punitive damages. 

“It’s pathetic when a husband and wife team 
can rape and torture,” Arrasmith said, “and 
then the family can sue for wrongful death.” 
Arrasmith said he has tried to get a transfer, 
to the' prison at Orofinb, but was told he has 
“too much sympathetic support in that area.”

But no more. 

. “The large number of Lipizzaner 
deaths seriously threatens the fu- 
ture of the breed as lack of stud va- 
riety may produce inbreeding and 
the eventual demise of the breed,” 
Van Hoose said. 

That’s because the Lipizzanprs 
are a select group of horses — no 
more than a few thousand world- 
wide. With such a small gene pool, 
breeding is already problematic 

“This merciless ethnic war has 
no regard for the Lipizzans and 


' Contempt farthe ravage that irlm- 
poses,” Van Hoose said. “Horses 
whose blood lines can be traced for 
over four centuries are forever lost 
to the world.” 

The two dozen Lipizzans in the 
Royal Lipizzan Stallion Show are 
thriving, though. Bred in America 
from stock imported from Austria, 
they trained in classical dressage. 

Dressage is the arc of perfecting 
a horse’s natural gait — the perfect 
walk, the precise trot, the even can- 
ter. The horse and rider must work 
together as ono unit, creating an 
enjoyable exercise. 

“One can never, through vio- 
lence, cause the horse to perfect 
the manner in which it expresses it 
skill,” said Col. Alois Podhajsky, 
who directed Vienna’s Spanish Rid- 
ing School before and during 
World War IL “But only by delicate 
coaxing and subtle demanding, be- 
tween much praise and little pun- 
ishment.-

Fugees’ 2nd effort scores big 


ALBANY, N.Y, (AP) — The 
price of success is evident in 
Lauryn Hill’s voice. 

Scratchy from overuse, it 
sounds far from the honey-toned 
instrument 1 that makes the 
Fugees* remake of Roberta 
Flack's .“Killing Me •Softly* sucli 
a pleasure. Hill, apologizes over 
. the telephone. for her hoarse- 
ness. 

She’s only hours from a sched- 
uled concert, the first in a brutal 
stretch that includes six nights i 
a row on stage and 10 in the next 
11. She insists she'll be ready 
“Focus,” she said. 

The hard work is paying off. 
Their sophomore effort ha 
made the Fugees this year’s criti 
cal favorite in the rap world fo 
its dizzying lyrical and musical 
breadth. 

“The Score” is an audaciou 
concept album, “ghetto theater 
about settling a score, that the 
band-compnres~ro'the Who's 
“Tommy.” 

It’s also the spring's most stun 
ning commercial success, leaving 
Hill and partners Wyclef Jean 
and Prakuzrel Michel rubbing 
elbows at the top of the charts 
with Alanis Morissette and the 
Beatles. 4 

"I’m surprised at the speed 
with which it took off.” she said. 
“We thought we'd have under 
ground success and that it would 
take a minute (for people) to 
realize what it was.” 

The Fugees — the name is 
short for “refugees," a nod to 
Jean and Michel's Haitian her- 
itage — ■ have been tagged as pos- 
itive rappers in a scene littered 
with gangster style heroes. 

The truth is more complicated. 
The Fugees want to present a 
more rounded view of life to 
their young fans. The music is 
, not far from the street: one song

Hill, an actress in “Sister Act

Baseball owners propose fewer taxes

NEW YORK — Baseball owners made 
another new proposal to players Thursday, 
offering to eliminate a luxury tax in the fi- 
nal year of the next labor deal and drop 
ping their tax rate from 40 percent to 39.5 
percent. 

In the first negotiating session since April 
29, owners offered both a five- and six-year 
contract. In the six -year proposal,' the tax 
would cover the 1998, 1999 and 2000 sea- 
sons. In a five-year deal, the tax would be in 
1997, 1998 arid 1999. 

In the union's last proposal, made during 
an informal meeting between the sides, 
players suggested a tax in the middle ran 
years of a six-year deal. 




Because the 
labor talks 
haven’t pro- 
gressed much 
in the past two 
months, own- 
ers also postponed their quarterly meet- 
ings, which had been scheduled for June 4-

NEW YORK — As the stock market 
has kept climbing to record highs this 
spring, it has impressed many analysts 
with its resilience in the face of rising 
interest rates. 

But while the upturn in rates hasn’t 
hurt the market as a whole, it has inflict- 
ed quite a bit of damage on several indus- 
try groups ranging from housing to elec- 
tric utilities. 

Whenever people seek to explain the 
great bull market for stocks over the past 
15 years, a lot of credit always goes to a 
long term decline in interest rates that 
has reduced the comparative allure of 
interest-bearing investments. 

At the start of the 1980s, you could buy- 
bank certificate of deposit yielding 13 
percent to 14 jkTCent. In today’s market- 
place, 6 percent looks generous. 

So in periods like the past few months, 
when rates move up even temporarily, 
many analysts start to worry that stocks 
arc due for a setback. While this risk 
can’t be completely dismissed, however, 
analysts say it simply isn't true that 
stocks are always hostage to what’s hap- 
pening in the crwlit markets. 

After looking at market history back to 
1945, Hugh Johnson, an analyst at First 
Albany" Corp. in Albany, N.Y., reported, 
“63 percent of the time that interest rates 
are rising, stock prices are also rising. It’s

“We saw little appeal in stocks yielding 
barely, more than 2 percent when long- 
term bonds were paying 6 percent, but at 
least then interest rates were falling." 
said Norman Fosback, editor of the advi- 
sory let ter Market Logic in Deerfield 
Beach, Fla. 

“We see even less appeal in slocks

THE HUMAN SIDE: While companies are mak- 
ing great strides when it comes to financially com- 
pensating employees who are relocated, they aren’t 
giving enough consideration to the transferees' per- 
sonal needs, according to Ken Groh. a consultant 
with William M. Mercer Inc. in Chicago.

Women have more options for dressing at for work

COLORADO SPRINGS. Colo. — If you want- 
ed to be a successful business woman about 20 
years ago, you probably looked pretty somber. 

You probably dressed safely, in a navy or 
gray suit and white blouse, blending with your 
male counterparts at work under the formula 
put forth in 1977 by John T. Mutiny's “The 
Woman’s Dress tor Success Book." 

Molloy’s recommenda t ions? 

’’ That we could only wear navy or charcoal 
suits, cream or white blouses, and God forbid a 
single accessory except for precious little pearl 
stuff.” said Colorado Springs image consultant 
Linda CraddtK'k. “And top it all off with the 
bow at the neck.” 

Although the tenets of Molloy's book hold 
true even today, business women now. have 
many more options.

Lagging for the first five 
months of this year is not going to 
get (Fidelity owner) Johnson or 
the people at Fidelity too upset, or 
the shareholders for that matter." 
Some observers suggested that 
. V’ i n ik-probably-had-more- p re ssin g-- 
reasons to leave the firm than 
Fidelity* had to get rid of him. For 
one thing, given his reputation, he 
could very* quickly make the kind 
of money Fidelity has been paying 
him and be his own boss at the 
same time. 

With management fees some- 
where between 1 percent and 2 
percent, analysts estimated that 
Vinik could probably match his 
current pay once he garnered 
between $200 million and $300 
million in assets at his new firm, 
and could quickly surpass it as the 
business expanded. 

The outgoing Magellan manager 
has made it clear that he fully 
intends to cash in on his famous 
name, calling his new firm Vinik 


Asset Management. It will manage 
principally institutional funds 
rather than individual retail 
money. 

Perhaps also contributing to 
Vinik’s decision, some said, was 
his increasing inability to pursue a 
long-term investment strategy, 
given the kind of constant second- 
guessing that became an 
inevitable consequence of the $55 
billion fund’s sheer market-mov- 
ing power. 

The recent and growing criti- 
cism of Vinik’s decision to invest 
heavily in bonds — a decision that 
has severely hampered Ma gellan ’s 
performance so far this year — 
was a symptom of this phenome- 
non. 

That criticism, along with the 
publicity of a lawsuit last year by 
shareholders of Micron Technolo- 
gies, who charged Vinik with rhar- 
ket manipulation, and more 
recent allegations of improper 
trading for his own account, may 
have all led the outgoing Magellan 
manager to strike out on his own. 

“There are a lot of reasons why 
he would prefer to be in a more 
private arena, and that’s unfortu- 
nate for the. average investor," 
said Don Phillips, president of 
Momingstar, which tracks the US. 
mutual fund industry. 

■*Thfc kind of attention Magellan 
has been subjected to is counter- 

managing." Phillips said. “All that 
criticism about being out of step 
with the market focuses a manag- 
er on the short-term." 

Moreover, Phillips argued, the 
case of Magellan might make the 
executives of mutual fund compa- 
nies wary of hiring star managers. 
Instead, they might choose to use 
“teams of people who are a lirtlc 
less different from the crowd.” As 
a result, mutual funds could 
become more Uke “products ... a 
little more predictable," Phillips 
said.
